THIRTEEN YEARS 


TrembCn* With Fear He Heard 


the Sentence of Judge Fason 


WHO OPENLY DOUBTED HIS WORD 


Only the V«ke «f tke .Mf* Was teard 


He tetiewetf the Tragedy *a* Ike 


Bill DeCoursey, who shot and killed 
John Miner in Conesville DoKow the 
night of May 25, was sentenced this 
morning by Judge Easou to a. term o 
13 years in the penitentiary. 
Mrs. 
IteC'oursey was not in court. " 


Judge Eason had announced that 
sentence would be pronounced at 7:45 
o'clock, but the delays BO often un 
avoidable in courts lengthened the 
time until the clock in the courtroom 
marked the hour of eight before couri 
was formally opened. A large crowd 
had assembled and scattered around 
the room were a number of the jur 
ors who had found ine accused guilty 
of manslaughter. 
Prosecutor Wheel 
er was present and Captain James 
sat near DeCoursey. 
The prison- 
er's wife was not present, nor has 
she 
been 
in court since the ar- 
guments closed. 


DeCoursey was nervous. The pallor 
produced by confinement was height- 
ened by the terror of the moment. He 
bad not passed a good night, and his 
condition was apparent. 
When or- 
dered lo stand up for the sentence he 
trembled, and as Judge Eason related 
the circumstances surrounding the 
crime DeCoursey shook as though 
with a chill. 
With 
bunds tightly 
clasped before him, great beads of 
jerspiration rolling down his whiten- 
ed face and with eyes that almost 
.arted from theirsockets as he stared 
with wild fascination at the judge he 
presented a picture not soon to be 
"orgotten by -those who were near 
liai. It was an awful ordeal for De- 
Joursey, 
one 
he 
will remember 


when during his imprisonment the 
roubles of today come to haunt him 
as punishment for his crime. 


After Judge Eason bad ordered De- 
Coursey to stand and had explained 
the legal steps leading to his convic- 
.ion he asked if the prisoner had any- 
,hing to say why sentence should not 
>e pronounced upon him. 
De Cour- 


?ey did not answer a word, but stared 
at the ju^ge. Captain James told De- 
Coursey to sit down, and said: 
"I haidly "know where to begin, but

The state has endeavored to 
besmirch his previous character, but 
we bad a score of witnesses to testify 
o bis good character, one who went 
jo school with him, another who had 
lim in his employ for 15 years. There 
vas nothing against him. The evi- 
ence was circumstantial. 
He comes 
here with 
a good character 
and 
seems 
to 
me that 
ought. 


jo be a consideration in the mitiga- 
ionof his sentence. Any little en- 
.ouragement held out to him may re- 
ult in good in teaching him a lesson. 
"Unfortunately for William he had 
an appetite that got away with him, 
nd he did whatever he did without a 
wicked heart and with no malice 
>aid the jury. The jury heard ail the 
vidence and gave him manslaughter. 
and I believe they thought there was 
lope for him that would encourage 
lira to live through whatever sentence 
Your Honor may give him. and come 
ut and still be a man.

under the law what the sentence 
hoi: Id be under th<* facts. 
My sym- 
pathies go out to the prisoner as well 
as to his friends. They ha?e come to 
me. in considerable numbers, some of 
great weight and judgement, and 
plead for yon. 
Others have come 


rom the other side. It is my duty 
to consider 
cooly 
and 
calmly. 


without 
fear 
or 
favor. 
and 


without prejudice. 
I cannot allow 
,hese sympathies to have any bearing. 
If you atone were involved it would be 


a grea 
a difficult thing to crowd out 
deal of this sympathy. 


"Ouman life in Coshocfcon county is 
not cheap. 


"What are tbe circumstances iu this 
case? Some plead for mitigation. The 
fact that you were in liquor and Nine 
was probably more so is a matter in 
mitigation. 
The law is that one 
who 
wilfully 
kills another 
is 
guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree. You bare been defended by 
able counsel, part of whom were fur 
nished by the stale and one. I under- 
stand, by those who bad an interest 
in you but not to such an extent a* to 
desire that justice be not done. This 
jury was remarkable for the coolness 
and judgemnt with which it has ren- 
dered its verdicts. 


"Let us examine the circumstances. 
To start with, there was the pisto

Judge Eason carefully went over the 
details of the crime as brought out on 
the stand and continued: 


''Your evidence is that without ever 
seeing a knife that day, or without 
the threat of a weapon from him, and 
with him on top of vou, you shot.

kill, 


you fired the second and M iner rolled 
off dead- 


For the circumstance that you 
were intoxi cated the courts allow me 
Co take that as an extenuation. You 
were born in this county. Yon are 
not the shadowy formjihat sometimes 
comes into court and gives some ad- 
Iress in New York or Chicago and we 
lave no means of finding its asso- 
ciations or mode of 
living.

William H. Kimball resigned as na- 
tional bank examiner to become vice 
president of the Seventh, changes in 
the directorate being made at the 
same time. Josiah Quincey of Boston 
was one of the directors elected then. 
Aug. 21. 189S, Mr. McAnerny resigned 
the presidency and Vice President 
Kimball was chosen in his stead.

Mr. Attwood. it will be remembered. 


died in April. 1900. afier a short illness, 
and his last cartoon, which naturally 
has the final place in the museum col- 
lection, was drawn iu December.

This cartoon, published in oae of tbe 
best known of the American couiie 
weeklies, a perfod!«U with which ihe 
artist had been connected from* the 
time of its hirth. represented the strik- 
int; contrast between the traditional 
Christmas spirit and the warlike state 
of mind then afflicting two of the most 
supposedly Christian powers, onr own 
country and England.
